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Unemp lo yment In Ohio Estima ted At 20 0 ,0 0 0 By AP Survey

COLUMBUS, April 5—(AP)—The 
unemployed of Ohio today numbers 
an estimated 200,000, an Associated 
Press surv ey discloses. 
This figure represents fairly slow, 
but extremely steady, decline tn 
av ailable Jobs since the peak em­ 
ployments between March and Sep­ 
tember, 1948. Why? 
There are two principal factors 
—lack of orders and seasonal de­ 
clines. There seems little doubt that 
lack of orders is the dominant cause 
of growing unemployment. The big 
question mark, at the moment is: 
“ How much are seasonal layoffs af­ 
fecting the general situation? ” 
Ohioans soon will know the an­ 
swer. Normally seasonal layoffs are 
in process of being cleaned up by 
mid-April. Will another two weeks 
drastically cut Ohio unemployment? 
Labor and business experts, by 
and large, admit only guesses are in 
order at the moment. Vour guess 
is as good as the next one, but 


the best guessers say business def­ 
initely has lev eled off, that the re­ 
turn of the competitiv e market has 
been made. 
The Dayton Chamber of Com­ 
merce. for instance, says: 
“ Observ ers saw in the current 
shift the beginning of an era of 
competitiv e selling which business 
should meet with optimistic en­ 
deav or.” 
The Dayton Chamber estimated 
unemployment in industrial Dayton 
at 12,000, as of April 1. 
The Chamber of Commerce at 
Toledo recommends a plan for a 
year-round, stabilized labor situa­ 
tion as "beneficial both to labor and 
the community.” 
But, said the Chamber, layoffs 
are magnified beyond their true 
proportion. Employment in Toledo 
is in excess of war-time peaks by 
6,000 workers. Some lev eling off in 
some 
business 
must 
come, 
the 
Chamber said, but increased activ ity 
elsewhere will absorb surplus labor. 


The leaders of labor 
in Ohio, 
howev er, saw the situation in a dif­ 
ferent light. 
“ Obv iously,” said Jacob dayman, 
secretary-treasurer of the Ohio C.I.O 
council, “ part of the problem of the 
current unemployment is the dimin­ 
ishing of purchasing power in the 
pockets of the av erage 
consumer, 
“ Wages hav e not kept pace with 
the rising cost of liv ing and the 
sav ings of the ordinary wage earner 
hav e dried up. 
“ The hope that the present drop 
in employment will not get worse 
is that prices will be brought down 
within range of Mr. Av erage Citi­ 
zen.” 
Ev en estimating total unemployed 
in Ohio is subject to wide v aria­ 
tions, because no man can say where 
to draw the line. Are you going to 
include the housewife who worked 
during the war, now is unemployed 
and who could be talked into work­ 
ing? 
The figures used by the Asso­ 


ciated Press in its unemployment 
surv ey came from traditionally con­ 
serv ativ e 
sources: 
Chambers of 
Commerce, the bureau of unem­ 
ployment compensation 
and 
the 
Ohio State employment serv ice. 
In some cases, where only the 
number of claims for unemployment 
compensation was av ailable as an 
index of unemployment, the claims 
were considered as 60 per cent of 
the total unemployed. Unemploy­ 
ment compensation is not av ailable 
to farm workers, domestics or to 
employes of employers hiring fewer 
than a specified number. 
Estimates from 19 cities—not in­ 
cluding two of the state’s eight larg­ 
est cities—gav e a total of 120.000 
unemployed. With such cities as 
Akron, Canton, Marion, .Steuben­ 
v ille, Hamilton, Lima, 
Bucyrus, 
Portsmouth, Fremont, and Zanes­ 
v ille unaccounted for, a state-wide 
estimate of 200,000 unemployed errs 
on the side of conserv atism.

Acheson and Bevin Sig n Pact For U. S., Britain

WASHINGTON. April 5—(AP)— 
President Truman is expected to 
send the North Atlantic treaty to the 
senate before the end of this week 
with an appeal for speedy approv al. 
This is one of three major steps 
which officials forecast today for 
carrying out the pact that the pres­ 
ident acclaimed last night as “ a 
milestone in history,” The treaty 
was signed by 12 western nations 
in a solemn, fast-mov ing ceremony 
yesterday afternoon. 
The ether two steps are: 
1. Completion of 
an American 
arms aid program, costing close to 
$ 2.000.000. Truman is expected to 
recommend this to congress early 
next week. 
2. Discussions among the 12 treaty 
powers on organization of a coun­ 
cil and a defense committee. Their 
assignment would be to unify the 
defenses of 
the 
non-Communist 
western world under the new alli­ 
ance. 
The arms program probably will 
prov ide between $ 1,250,000,000 and 
$ 1.500.000.000 for American help in 
rearming the European members of 
the alliance. The W< lance

funds would go to aid other non- 
communist countries such as Greece, 
Turkey and Iran. 
Officials said no action toward 
forming the 12-nation council can 
be taken until the treaty comes into 
force.

Actual enforcement of the pact 
depends on its being ratified by the 
sev en nations which originally draft­ 
ed it Titat, in turn, depends mainte 
upon its approv al by two-thirds of 
the U y. senate because without 
senate consent the President can­ 
not formally declare this nation's 
full adherence to the allies 
In addition to the United Skates, 
the other Italian s which must rati­ 
fy the pact are Britain.

Wire-tapping, which la being hashed o ver in co n­ 
gress and in New Yo rk City, is no t a remo te issue. It’s 
as clo se to the o rdinary' citizen o f this co untry as the 
nearest telepho ne. 
The telepho ne netwo rk in the United States is the 
key to what's go ing o n everywhere—go o d, bad and in­ 
different. That, in turn, is pro bably the key to the 
legality o f wire-tapping 
Wires will be tapped, so metimes legally, so metimes 
illegally 
Info rmatio n and evidence gathered in this 
wav wiH be used in co urt; so metimes it will be barred. 
In sho rt, it wo n’t do much go o d to pass laws abo ut it 
o ne way o r the o ther because it*» almo st as o ld as the 
telepho ne itself and no o ne has fo und o ut yet what 
can be do ne abo ut it. 
Naturally, no o ne wants anyo ne to listen in o n his 
private telepho ne co nversatio n 
But just as naturally 
no tme la go ing to have any mo ral o bjectio n if an 
\agent o f the FBI listens in o n the telepho ne co nversa­ 
tio n o f so meo ne trying to make tro uble in the United 
States 
And as lo ng as wires can be tapped they wi’l 
he tapped o ccasio nally by tho se who kno w bo w to do 
it, including so me who have no right to be do ing It. 
This apparently is whst Atto rney General Clark 
has in mind when he tells co ngress no t to bo ther abo ut 
leg» Using wire-tapping in spy Investigatio ns Instead, 
all he wants to the right to tap wire« and use evidence

tffleulty with this fo rm o f treat- 


ment is that an accurate do se can­ 
no t always be estimated fo r each 
patient. Ho wever, with increasing 
Experience, pro per do sage will be 
1 mo re readily established. 
Free o f Sympto ms 
There are certain drugs which 
are kno wn as antithyro id prepara­ 
tio ns. One o f these Is pro pylthio u­ 
racil. in a gro uu o f SCO patients 
treeted with antithyro id drugs, a 
large number were co mpletely free 
o f their sympto ms after the pro per 
use o f the drugs. 
Ho wever, manv o f the gro up o f 
3CJ had a 
relapse 
within 
two 
mo nths after the treatment * was 
disco ntinued. With the use o f these 
preparatio ns, it 1s no ted, also , that 
the thyro id gland no t o nly beco mes 
smaller but that there is a general 
impro vement in the sympto ms. It 
is impo rtant, therefo re, that 
the 
treatment be co ntinued lo ng eno ugh 
It has been fo und helpful to use 
[ so me o f the Io dine preparatio n with 
the antithyro id drugs. Do ing this 
seems to decrease the tendency cl 
the co nditio n to recur. 
Thus, with the newer metho ds o f 
treating to xic go iter, go o d results 
S may be o btained in many instances 
witho ut o peratio n.

The business is mestly night work 
and consists of leading groups of 
illegal “travelers” across the eonal 
boundary. Expert trail hunters use 
hidden paths in the mountainous 
forest regions to smuggle travelers 
over the line. They prefer dark and 
moonless nights for

trade, 
which is becoming ever more dif­ 
ficult as police vigilance Is increased 
on both aides. 
Illegal border crasser» said they

more on each of these "conducted 
tours,“ 
Business Booms * 
Man-smuggling across the east- 
west line has been flourishing ever 
since the end of the war. 
Allied 
four-power regulations req uired ait 
intereonal travel permit for 
any 
German wishing to go from one 
rore to another. The American and 
British were the first to lift this 
restriction, 
The 
French followed 
suit last year. 
The Russians, however, clamped 
down the Ud even tighter on travel 
of Germans into the west » ones 
They also began rejecting Germans 
from the west at border ehec* 
points, allegedly because of minor 
inaccuracies in their travel paper« . 
Man-smuggling entered it» boom 
Kriod last summer. West German 
rder police officials estimate that 
over a million Germans crossed the 
Une illegally in both directions dur­ 
ing IMS. 
German police records for

period show 118,237 Germans were

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TAX BOARD RULES 
CLEVELAND STADIUM 


IS NOT TAX EXEMPT 


COLUMBUS, April 5—(AP)—The 
state board of tax appeals today up­ 
held the Cuyahoga county auditor 
in his decision to place the Cleve­ 
land municipal stadium and four 
adjacent park ing lots on the tax list 
in 1848. 
The board, however, returned to 
exempt status the following: 
Lak eview park , the entrance drive 
to 
underground 
Exhibition 
hall. 
Donald Grey gardens, park ing lot 
No, 6 west of stadium Gate B, park ­ 
ing lot No, 6 east of Donald Grey 
gardens, the stadium drive, the foot­ 
ball practice field east of Stadium 
road, the Memorial Shoreway ramp 
and various street, roads and drives 
in the disputed area. 
Kept on Cuyahoga's county tax 
duplicates by the board’s decision 
are: 
Cleveland Municipal stadium and 
park ing lots Nos. 1, 2, 3 and .4. 
“It is the judgment of the board 
of tax apiMVKls ” the decision read, 
"that the City of Cleveland In the 
operation of its municipal stadium 
is engaged in a private competitive 
business for a profit, and that the 
county auditor did not err in re­ 
turning the property to the tax du­ 
plicate.” 
Leased Out 
The decision lik ewise pointed out 
that park ing lots Nos. 3 and 4 "are 
not used for any public purpose, 
but are let to live Lederer Terminal 
Warehouse Co. under a five-year 
term lease at a rental of 828,500, and 
are privately used.” 
The board lik ewise ruled against 
park ing lots 1 and 2 because for 103 
days a year they are let to a private 
park ing concern, 
The application for exemption of 
the property from taxation came 
from the City' of Cleveland 
The 
city ask ed the exemption and com- 
plained of the county auditor’s act 
In restoring the property to the tax 
duplicate. 
The property had been 
tax exempt through 1847. 
In commenting on the real prop­ 
erty restored to tax exemption, the 
board said they were: “Used exclu­ 
sively for a public purpose and are 
entitled 
to exemption 
from tax­ 
ation“ 
Cleveland’s * municipal 
stadium 
was built in 1832 at a coat of about 
82,500,000 
Twice it has been re­ 
habilitated. The origins I cost and 
two repair Jobs were financed by 
general revenue bonds. 
In 1848, the stadium realised a 
profit, “thank s to champion base­ 
ball and football teams,” the board 
observed 
Gross income derived by the city 
was 8571,000, Total rental* were 
8225,284; food concessions, 8283,MO

"Bu t we want to please ev erybo dy— 
so we're trying.” 
“Ho w?" 
“By cro ss breeding trees and plants 
o f all kinds,” said Jo nathan. “So me 
o f these hybrids gro w so fast yo u 
hav e to Ju mp o u t o f the way after 
y o u water them. I’v e go t a co u ple o f 
hy brids in sto ck no w. Bu t I warn yo u 
they are still in the experimental 
stage.” 
“We’ll take them,” said Gilbert. 
S*o Jo nathan Spray planted the 
tree* in fro nt o f the Warbs’ ho me, 
o ne o n each side o f the flagsto ne 
walk.

climbed u p the po rch and sho t so 
high into the sky Oilbert had to pu t 
a red lantern o n it to warn away 
airplanes at night.

CHECK USAGE OF 
POISON IN FOOD 
FOR CHICKENS 


COLUMBUS, April 5—(AP>—The 
War Assets administratio n in Wash­ 
ingto n says it is lo o king into re­ 
po rts that a war-time chemical su b­ 
stance has been u sed in chicken feed 
with fatal resu lts. 
A Co lu mbu s manu factu rer repo rt­ 
ed Satu rday he had warned against 
u se o f the material, “Whetlerite," 
fo r any o ther pu rpo se 
than 
fo r 
which it was made—gas masks. 
Dr. O. L. Barnebey, president and 
general manager o f the Barnebey- 
Cheney Engineering Co ., described 
“Whetlerite” as an activ ated char­ 
co al su bstance. He asserted it was 
released to priv ate Indu strial firms 
recently thro u gh War Assets ad­ 
ministratio n sales. 
So me types o f charco al, Dr. Barn­ 
ebey said, are u sed in fo o d extract­ 
ing pro o esses. If "Whetlerite” fed 
into the wro ng hands, it co u ld be 
u sed u nkno wingly by fo o d pro cess­ 
ing firms—thu s endangering hu man 
liv es. 
Dr. Barnebey said his firm was 
o ne o f three which manu factu red 
the chemical fo r the chemical war­ 
fare div isio n o f the War depart­ 
ment. One fo rmu la fo r "Whetlerite" 
Is still u nder secrecy restrictio ns. 
The Co lu mbu s Indu strialist said 
he frequ ently had warned the chem­ 
ical warfare div isio n to destro y su r­ 
plu s o f the chemical. He 
added, 
ho wev er, 
that 
“Whetlerite" 
was 
tu rned o v er to the War Assets ad­ 
ministratio n. 
The chemical was 
so ld to sev eral bidders. 
Dr. Barnebey said he traced the 
chemical thro u gh a series o f sales 
to a Michigan feed and grain firm, 
which in tu rn so ld it to sev eral feed 


manu factu rers in Michigan and su r­ 
ro u nding states. 
The chemical was then pu t Into 
feed. . 
One Michigan po u ltry gro wer said 
a flo ck o f 800 chickens died within 
an ho u r and a half after they were 
giv en the feed co ntaining “Whet­ 
lerite," Dr. Barnebey said.
